One: Version 

The version of this tragedy 
contributed to the Wah Kiu Yat 
Po by a correspondent who, on 
internol evidence, would appear

On April 13 four students of 
the Sheung Shul Village School, 
all having the surname Linow, 
between sixteen and seventeen 


years of age set forth for Shum I, 


Chun to visit some relatives. 
They were accompanied part 
of the way by two younger 
boys who were fortunately sent- 
back at dusk. Near the Chin- 
ese boundary the party was 
accosted: and questioned by a 
number of men in plain clothes 
who are believed to have been 
soldiers, It is alleged that 
when they stated that they 
were “Tone Kwun" (Boy 
Scouts) their interrogators, who 
spoke na different dlalect, mis- 
understood them to say that 
they were “Hone Kwun"™ 
(Communists). They were 
taken to -military headquarters 
where the fact thot their sur- 
names were the same as. those 
of a well-known Communist is 
reported to have convinced the 
Commander of thelr guilt. An 
Uncle whom they referred to 
for identification was arresied 
and brought to milltary head- 
quarters manacied. In the 
meantime the youths were tor- 
tured to riake them confess 
that they were “bandits.” The 
Uncle duly identified the boys 
and pleaded for their relense. 
He himself was detained on a 
charge of banditry. But he 
managed to convey’ news of. 
what has happened to hls em- 
ployer, who immediately noti- 
fled the youths’ families. They 
secured a letter of recommen- 
dation ‘from tho Sheung Shui 
Schoolmaster and went to Kuo- 
mintang Headquarters at Shum 
Chun to plead for the release 
of thelr sons. They were given 
a document to copy, and dis- 
covered that the four boys had 
been executed.

Liszt was once asked what be would 


‘have been had he not’ been a pianist 


and composer. His reply was “I would 
have been a statesman.” In this reply, 
one may deduce much of the character 
of the man, who became ene of the 
nineteenth century's best-known and 
most ‘popular composers. It is certain 
that if his talents had been turned to 
diplomacy ‘be would have gone far in 
that’ profession. : 


Liszt, in his lifetime? was singularly 
fortunate {i gaining recognition and 
respect from his fellow-countrymen and 
the world in general, concurrently with 
attaining the height of chis powers. So 
often is the story told of the poor 
struggling musician seeking to achieve 
acclamation, and tespect, but finding 
every man’s hand tumed against him. 
Schubert particularly springs to mind 
‘in this connection, and many Burners 
is 
inability to grapple with the poor fin- 
ancial circumstances in which he eked 
out his unhappy existence. More res- 
pect to him, therefore, for the glorious 
music which he has left as his 
epitaph! 


‘ 

To Liszt, however, .was given the 
opportunity of being a favoured cele- 
brity in his lifetime. He was feted 
_and received ds a “persona grata” 
wherever he went. His--aesthetic ap- 
. pearance contributed, 1 imagine, to this 
‘end in no-small measure. Certain it 
it, however, that his recitals were 
something of a social event, and the 
personality of the man—coupled with 
his outstanding technical accomplish- 
inents—resulted in his achieving a de- 
gree of popularity which has been the 
‘lot’of but: few musicians. 


Today, perhaps, he is paying the 
price for that in some measure, since 
much of his music has fallen into dis- 
regard. True, a lot of his piano adap- 
tations of ‘which he composed many— 
are meretricious to say the least. They 
seem mainly of interest as an oppor- 


- tunity “for displaying pyrotechnical 


‘skill on the part of the pianist and as 
music, pure ond simple, there. is little 
to commend: them. 


‘Too Volatile 


Liszt ‘was influenced quickly and 
easily, and inspiration was afforded 
him by- such things as a sonnet of 
Petrarch,. or a page of Goethe. It is 
not for one to judge.as to the depth of 
his inspiration, for who can say what 
are the inner feelings of a man except 
.the ‘nan himself? One can, however, 
judge by the practical exposition of 
those feelings, and Liszt seems to have 
‘been too, volatile, too easily influenced 
by all that he saw and did. 


There was about Liszt the culgar 
streak -of the -tshowmar™ in every 
sense of the -word, and it seems that 
Liszt the composer wrote largely for

Secondly, Liszt developed the cap- 
abilities of the |key-board to such an 
extent that were it not for Lim, it is 
doubtful whether the mechanical effi- 
ciency of the pianoforte—and  conse- 
quently its. potential cupabilities as an 
instrument \yould have reached such 
an advanced stage in his -time. 

All in, all, however, the “divine 
spark" was certainly in him. If much 
of his music is shallow, he has never- 
theless left posterity many pages of 
delightful music, which can, and does, 
tank with the best. I look forward to 
the time when some enterprising film 
Company will produce an_ intelligent 
film of his life. If however “Paganini” 
is an example of what the film moguls 
can do, perhaps this subject were bet- 
ter left alone! : 

His E Fiat Concerto, at least, gives 
Us an opportunity of hearing facets of 
Liszt which are less familiar than the 
well-known “Liebenstraum" or “Hun- 
garian Rhapsodies.” Gieseking — as 
soloist—is an outstanding artiste, and 
with Sir Henry Wood as conductor we 
can expect an interesting and worth- 
while performance.

DELIUS 


Of the stature of Elgar, Vaughan 
Williams and Holst, Delius,has done 
much to put English composers in the 


forefront of the modern musical world. . 


Delius, although of foreign parentage 
and domicile, has expressed the Idiom 
of the English countryside, comparable 
with Vaughan Williams in this respect. 

“Brigg Fair" — the last item in to- 
night's Prom.—is a Lincolnshire Rhap- 
sody. The Rhapsody—of. all musical 
forms—is one of the most individual 
forms of musica] expression. Conven- 
tional restrictions may degitimately be 
disregarded and a completely free reign 
given to the composers’ ideas. Comn- 
monly, however, it is usual to find folk- 
tunes or National airs used as the basis 
on which the rhapsodie | structure is 
erected. Such an air normally is 
stressed at the commencement of the 
rhapsody; then follows the composer's 
individual! treatment and such varia- 
tions as can suitably be fitted into the 
frame-work, lastly the whole Rhapsody 
is rounded off by reiteration of the 
basie melody: 

It does not always follow that folk 
or national tunes are used as the basis. 
Revert for a moment to Dvorak. again. 
His “Slavonic” Rhapsody is original or 
nearly so—as to its theme. The con- 
struction of the Rhapsody,, however, 
follows on fairly usual lines. : 

“Brigg Fair" is such a composition, 
too, {ull of variations of its original 
theme. Delius was most at home when 
writing for the orchestra. If his vocal 
music is Jess for the voice as a voice 
rather than as an instrument of repro- 
duction, it is not to decry Delius’ abil- 
ity. . His gifts were such that the or- 
chestra was his natural forte; in “Sea 
Drift” he uses Baritone and Chorus, 
for example, but more as an additional 
means of tone-colour than ds a vehicle 
for, vocal music. 

Geoffrey Tuye conducts the London 
Philharmonic Orchestra in tonight's 
petformance and his reading of “Brigg 
Fair” should be both musicianiy and 
sympathetic. Although best known as 
the presiding geuius of.Covent Garden, 
Toye is a musiciaa to the’ fingertips, 
and in conducting “Brigg Fair,” he is 
heard on one of his now occasional ap- 
Pefrances as a conductor. 


ERRATUM 


Owing to a typographical error in 
lagt week's notes, I see a reference was 
made to Schubert's Second ‘Trout. 
Quintet. To my knowledge, no such 
work exists. What should have been 
said was that one of the loveliest tunes 
in: the Second Act of “Lilac Time” is 
lifted completely from the “Trout” 
Quintet. This mis-print rather belied 
the point I was trying to make and for 
(his reason, } take this opportunity to 
rectify it. It seems that Shakespeare 
was not altogether correct when he 
wrote “A rose by any other name 
wtuld emell as sweet.” at least so far 
ag music is concerned!
